A Novel Law Suit.

Gartlson, cltizéns of Camden, volunteered their
sorvioes to free the Ward from dratt, and assisted
in ralsing a very considerable sum of money.
After the quota was filled, there remained a sur-
plus fund of $8050,

'his sum properly belonged to the drafted
men who had tilled the gquota; but by a resolu-
tion surreptitiously passed, Messrs, MeKean and
Garrison pretended to claim the amount of

Execution of Ellsworthk, the Negro Mur-

Morris Ellsworth, the colored mun, who was
convicted of the delibernte morder of his wife In
a fit of jealousy on the 20th of August last, suf-
fered she exireme penalty of the law upon the
Fallom this morning ot the Essox County Jail,
n the presence of a large number ol spectators.
The aarcumstances of his orime were 5o recontly
publishied, that a fnll recapitulation I8 vaneces.
sary now. [t will be remembersd that the two
had been attending a ball near the theatre,
Anna, his wife, being unwell, withdrew about
midnight to her nidmother's, No, 06 Market
street, whither Ellsworth followed, and during
an altercation presented a pistol at her head und
fired, in the prescnce of several witnosses, causing
death,

The murderer fled but was arrested before
renching the street, and after the usual prelimi-
nary investigations be was tried at the (ctober
term of our court, He was defended on the plea
of Insanity, but the jury pronounced him guilty
of murder in the first degree, and he wae sen.

prayer Ellsworth stood calmly, making no move-
ment, save 4 nervous shaking of the head. At
the close of the prayer he shook hands with the
Sherill’ and the clergymen, saylng ** Farewell,
farewell, meat me in heaven," and his last words
were 0, Lord! remember me.'!

THE RXECUTION,

The cap was then drawn over his eyes, and the

Sherifl in & tirm voice announced that he wus
nhout executing the sentence of the law upon
the prisoner, Morris Ellsworth and then com-
mending his soul to God, touched the trigeer
that held the weights, and Ellsworth went to
meet his Maker.
The weights fell at 12419, Ellsworth strogaled
greatly for some two or three minutes, evidently
ﬁ;ing ard and from straugulation, The pulsa-
tions were as follows: At two winutes 120, threo
minutes 140, four minutes 92, four and a half
minutes 83, and ceased entirely m about five
minites.

The body was cut down in about fifteen min-
utes, ana was 2iven w physicians, who held s
post mortern {his afternoon, The brain wos
tound to be in a perfectly healthy condition.
